Assessments  if  deferred  are  to  be  paid  in  ten  equal  installments  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  (5)% 
per  annum.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  be  or  be  held  responsible  for 
any  sum  or  sums  due  from  the  said  property  owner  or  owners,  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  bonds, 
except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  hayejbeen  actually  received  by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such 
property  damages  as  said  City  is  by^jSove  entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making 
of  said  improvement,  assessment  of  property,  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor, 
shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thereto  and  supplement^  thereof. 

The  vacation  of  the  above  described  alleys  shall  be  subject  to  an  easement  for  the  use  of  the 

City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  other  public  utilities  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  sewers, 
water  mains,  gas  mains,  electric  pole  lines  and  conduits,  telephone  and  telegraph  pole  lines  and  conduits. 

All  Streets,  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  above  described  VacatioD  are  situated  in  the 

Smith  Quarter  of  Section  Thirty  - Five,  Township  Thirty-One  North, 

Rartgp^  TypTyp  Fnpt»  lip  wholly  within  the  cnrporflte  limits  of  the  City 

of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.
